PREMIER BECOMES

OTTAWA, Oct. 1, — (CP) —

diplomat today, leaving the rest 
of his cabinet to guide a formid- 
able budget of government legis- 
lation through parliament. 

He sails for Europe today on 
what may be an extended trip and 
one which is certain to last several 
weeks. 

While there has been no state- 
ment about his plans other than 
that he will confer with members 
of the British government and visit 
western Europe, the possibility of 
his going to Moscow, as the first 
Canadian prime minister to pay a 
call at the Russian capital, is not 
overlooked. 

CANADIAN POLICIES 

Mr. King’s conversations are ex- 
pected to deal with the formulation 
of Canadian policy on three points: 

1. National defence. 

2. Canada’s role in the coming 
peace settlements and _ inter- 
national arrangements for main- 
taining peace.

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Land Without Debt 


The lands department of the govern 
ment of Alberta is to be congratulated 
upon devising a soldiers’ settlement plan 
which will enable the veteran to acquire 
farm holdings without being saddled with 
an unpayable burden of debt. 

Debt has been the curse of the western 
farmer. It has restricted his expansion, re- 
tarded his efficiency and definitely cur- 
tailed the national agricultural production 
of Canada. 

It is desirable to settle as many willing 
veterans as possible upon productive land, 
But it is no kindness to them to settle 
them upon land the ownership of which 
will involve them in heavy financial en- 
tanglements. 

The government of Alberta has evolved 
more than one plan for soldier settlement. 

If a veteran, for instance, elects to go 
into agriculture he is allotted public land 
upon which he pays no taxes or rent for 
three years. Then for seven years one- 
eighth of the crop goes to the government, 
after which he secures full title. 

Under another system, 100,000 acres 
of land are being cleared by a contracting 
company. As it is cleared it may be acquir- 
ed by veteran settlers in half-section lots. 
No cash is paid, but the clearing contrac- 
tor takes 30 per cent of the crop for seven 
years as payment for clearing while the 
veteran pays 3'. per cent each vear to the 
government and then gets full title. 

In the irrigated districts of the south, 
another plan makes quarter sections 
available to veterans who pay only taxes 
and water charges 

This is an exceedingly liberal and log- 
ical system of land settlement that should 
establish new prosperous and productive 
agricultural settlements in many parts of 
Alberta,

The Post-Victory Loan 


Canadians will have an opportunity 
this month to express their gratitude in 
dollars, when they are asked to subscribe 
the largest amount ever asked from them, 
in buying bonds of ‘a post-Victory loan 

It will be the iargest issue ever offered 
because the aim is to cover all the require- 
ments of the coming year, and no loan 
will be sought next spring. The amount 
will be less than the totals of the two loans 
per year to which we have become accus- 
tomed; probably not much more than half 
the total objectives of the last two loans. 

The war has ended, but the war ex- 
pense goes on, and will go on for a year, 
perhaps two years. There are hi undreds of 
thousands in our armed forces still over- 
sea who must be brought home, and sup- 
ported there until they can be brought 
home. Rehabilitation costs have to be met, 
gratuities paid, all the innumerable outlays 
involved in the dismantling of our whole 
war machinery provided for. The expendi- 
ture in liquidating such an enormous and 
complicated mechanism cannot fall f 


far 
short of the cost of constructing it. It 
to take care of this financial mopping-up 
that the big loan is being launched. 

Canadians, it is to be supposed, will 
welcome the chance to put some mc 
ings into Victory bonds. That is assure 
the regularity with which they have over- 
subscribed succeeding issues each larger 
than the one before. Most of them will also 
sense the high desirability of investing 
money rather than using it while goods are 
in short supply thus stimulating the forces 
which make for inflation

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still more remote. Certainly any attempt to 
gouge them in their time of adversity would 
not inspire them with a sense of obligation 
to pay as soon as possible. Rather the 
contrary, human nature being much the 
same in Europe as it is in Canada. Nor 
would a policy of “ganging up” and hard 
dealing at this time give the wheat ex- 
porting countries any “favored nation” 
place in the minds of those great consum- 
ing populations in the days to come. 

Europe is down and out economically. 
But it won't always be—and for that the 
wheat exporting countries should be par- 
ticularly thankful. The sooner the peoples 
there can get back on a self-supporting 
basis, the sooner will they become cash 
customers for what we will want to sell 
them—wheat, among other things 

Humane considerations aside, it is good

We have in Canada a class of 
citizens that appear to have been 


| forgotten by the public, who are 


more handicapped in life than any 
other people. Many are suffering 


for the want of necessary things of 


life. Many, aged and unable to get 
around, suffer through an unjust 
ard unfair dw 

They are the Blind citizens we 
have in Canada. The law says every 
blind person must be poor and forty 
years of age before they may re- 
ceive the miserable and meagre 
pension of $30.00 a month 

No two married blind people may 
receive a persion each; only one 
pension for a family of two people. 


Any blind person that receives a | 


pension and did a little work that 
enabled him to earn over $200.00 a 
year has his pension cut down all 
carnings above that sum 


The $30.00 pension will buy, if one 
pays $12.00 a month for a room, just 
two thirty cent meals a day, Not 


one cent left to buy soap, tooth 
powder, razor blades, shirts, shoes 
o clothes. A blind person may get 
help if they apply to the Lions 
Club, the IODE or some charitable 
institution, of course 

Many people think the Canadian 
National! Institute for the Blind is a 
home. That is not true. The CNIB 
has a home in Brandon, Man. where 
young blind people may be sent to 
learn a trade, profession and handi 
crafts. In Edmonton and Calgary 
the CNIB has an office where appli 
cetion may be made for eye treat 
ment, also a workshop where blind 
people can receive tuition in braille 
reading, basket weaving, etc 

Each person must have less than 
ten per cent eye sight 

How many people have we in Al 
berta that would help build a ho ne 
for the blind? A home that would be 
surrounded with trees and a garden 
where each blind person may have 


a room free of any cost to them 
selves, with a trained orderly in 
charge 


Some of the blind are now trying 
» live in rooms where no human 
being should be allowed to live 
Please write and tell us what you 
think about this projected home 
for biind people Talk it over with 
our friends, and tell us what they 
ay.

There 
is no escape from this proposition, 
and permanent American prosper 
ity cannot be built on any other 
foundation

mic policy tends to allow the gov- 
ernment to seize control of the 
economic livelihood of the individ- 

1 and thus destroy his liberty, is 
t in the United States than in any 
other great nation. It is because the 
technique of freedom is well estab- 
lished and well understood 

In the next few years, the Ameri- 
can government will be under con- 
stant pressure to intervene in many 


directions in economic life, and as 
President ‘Truman's meseage to 
Congress on September 6 showed 
clearly, it will be more than willing 
to do so
